dispatched to America, to suppress the 
revolution here. 
The army failed to 


rtinpress and surrendered to General 
Gates at Saratoga. 
After the revolu- 


tionary war John Watson, having no 
home in England, decided to locate in 
America and settled 
near 
Hartford, 


Connecticut. 
The dcsoendants 
bear 


the tradition that this proud and blue- 
blooded ancestor, caused to be erected 
over the door of his house in-Hartford, 
the following legend; 


"We arc in Tor a free republic. Be- 


lieving that one man is as good as an- 
other, so long as he behaves himself." 
—John Watson. 


'John Watson married a colonial girl 


and spent the remainder of his life in 
Hartford. 
His only son 'was William 


Watson, 
who married Miss 
Sallie 


White. 
The 
couple early moved to 


Delaware county, Ohio, where all of 
the children, of which there were seven 
were born. The oldest of the children 
was Lorenda. The other children, her 
brothers and sisters, were, Wm. A., 
who settled in Illinois; 
George 
W., 


who settled in Ohio; Perry G.. who 
settled at Maringo, Ohio; Henry "W., 
who later made his home In Michigan; 
Anna C., who married and lived in 
Bourbon; Minerva, who also married, 
but settled at Delphos, Ohio, ana Cy- 
rus, who lived and died at Bourbon.

Their'occupation was farming a small 
tract which they rented from a land- 
lord.

result will be when complete.that this city cf 65,000 
people can boast itself cleansed of a recognized and 
tolerated zone of vice. It_is only by an extra-legal in- 
dulgence that such places can exist and that in- 
dulgence Judge O'Rourke has brought. to end end. 
Commenting on his decree, Judge O'Rourke said: 
"There has been a demand for the closing of these 
places and we will close them_and see what the result 
will be." There may be other resorts whose keepers 
escaped attention of the recent grand jury. 
Any 


known places of the sort should be \varned also to 
close. To close but a part can mean only concentra- 
tion of the evil in the places that remain. The police 
and the prosecuting attorney can take care^of them. 


It has been said that no community can get along 


without tolerating the social cvii and its establish- 
ments. Judge O'Rourke, with the honesty and candor 
that so conspicuously mark him, declares he means to 
find out. The community may be sure that the ma- 
dames and their institutions will not "come back" if 
the community thrives arid keeps in bounds of decency 
and order without them, as there is no reason to doubt 
that it will. At all events. Judge O'Rourkc's courage- 
ous attitude will furnish the answer to any contro- 
versy there may be about it in this city. 
His firm 


stand does him credit and it will be none of his fault if 
Fort Wayne does not become a better city with a purer 
social life. 


(Interview with Louis Brandeis, in American Maga- 


zine.) 


I see no need to amend our constitution. It has not 


lost its capacity for expansion to meet new conditions, 
unless it be interpreted by rigid minds which have no 
such capacity. Instead of amending the constitution I 
would amend men's'economic and social ideas. I be- 
lieve that our judges are as honest as you can make' 
men. But like all the rest of us they are subject to 
their environment. And law has always been a nar- 
rowing, conservatizing profession. In England it was 
always easy for a tory government to find great law- 
yers for judicial office, but for a liberal government it 
was hard. And so it has been throughout history. 
Nearly all of England's great lawyers were tories-. 


What we must do in America is not to attack our 


judges but to educate them. All judges should be 
made to feel, as many judges already do, that the 
things needed to protect liberty are radically different 
from what they were fifty years back. In some courts 
the judges' conceptions of their own powers must also 
change. Some judges have decided'a law unconstitu- 
tional because they considered the law unwise. These 
judges should be made to feel that they have no-such 
right, that their business is not to decide whether the! 


view taken by the legislature is a wise view, but 
whether a body of men could reasonably hold Such a 
view. In the past the courts have reached their con- 
clusions largely deductively from preconceived notions 
and precendents. The method I have tried to employ 
in arguing cases before them has been inductive, rea- 
soning from the facts. 


In general, I believe that the courts and the people 


have been too far apart. There is no subject so com- 
plex that the people cannot be interested in it and made 
to see the truth about it if pains enough be taken; and 
I believe that a common agreement of public sentiment 
should influence the court's decision on many a. ques- 
tion.. 


For the aspirations of the people must have adequate 


legal expression. Otherwise we shall have a revolt.

German Marzipan. 


Marzipan is really a confection com- 
osed of ' the best almond meal and. 
usar, with occasional variations in the 
vay of white of egg, fresh, dried and
